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EMERGENCY MEDICAL 
TRAINING DISCUSSED AT 
MEETING WITH LEGISLATORS 

Rep. Karen L. Brown and Rep. 
Laurence Kiesman (Fryeburg) met 
with Dept. of Human Services and 
Emergency Medical Services per- 
sonal, The March 2, meeting was 
called in response to requests 
from Maine citizens and legisla- 
tors concerned about volunteer am- 
bulance service. 

The purpose of. meeting with 
William Carney, Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Human Services and Dr. 
Alan Hume, Director of Medical 
Care Development, Ine., was to 
discuss Emergency Medical Train- 
ing’ programs past performance, 
current problems and future direc- 
tions. Specific areas discussed in- 
cluded the difficulties encounter- 
ed by rural rescue personnel in 
their efforts to obtain training 
beyond the minimum Jevel requir- 
ed for licensing. 

Currently rural ambulance at- 
tendants are required to travel 
sometimes great distances to cen- 
trally located training centers, 
such as Vocational Training Insti- 
tutes and major medical centers. 

The two and one-half hour meet- 
ing Getween legislators and staff 
resulted in several agreed changes 
including: 

1.) The offering of Emergency 
Medical- Training courses in the 
geographical area of the personnel 
being trained. 

-2.) The Red Cross course and 
Emergency care courses will be 
supplemented with additional pa- 
tient assistance training and will 
be the minimum of licensures for 
ambulance attendants. 

3.) The National Registry of 
ambulance attendants will be ac- 
cepted in the state in place of the 
State Registration. 

4.) “All course examinations, 
both written and practical would 
be completed at the local training 
area. 

_ During the discussion of funding 
the budget of the Medical Cate De- 
velopment, Inc., Rep. Linwood Hig- 
gins requested a complete break- 
down. of all salaries of the admin- 
istrative personnel. It was agreed 
that the issue of State Funding 
support would be discussed at 
greater length after receipt of this 
material. The next meeting is 
scheduled next month.

“GEOTHERMAL ENERGY: 
FURNACE AT OUR FEET” 
UPCOMING FILM TOPIC 

Who cares about Geothermal 
Energy? 

We all know that fuel oi] is in- 
creasingly scarce and expensive, 
that coal is dirty and pollution- 
prone, that “cheap” nuclear power 
is plagued with rising costs and 
ever-more-insistent safety challen- 
ges, that solar, wind and tidal 
technologies are thus far unable 
to take on much of the burden, 
and that wood, while readily av- 
ailable in Maine, is hardly suitable 
for all energy requirements. Is it 
any wonder, then, that so many 
of us are intrigued by the possibi- 
liy of extracting heat from hot dry 
rock, “the furnace at our feet” 
which underlies all our fields and 
forests? 

The Los Alamos (N. M.) Scien- 
tific Laboratory has succeeded in 
producing steam by adding water 
to exploratory holes drilled in dry 
rock to a depth of 1% to 2 miles. 
The whole procedure is explained, 
in terms a layman can understand, 
in a short LASL film which has 
been obtained by the Oxford Coun- 
ty Mineral and Gem Association 
for viewing at its March meeting. 

The showing of the film will fol- 
low the regular business meeting 
of OCMGA, scheduled to convene 
at the Moses Mason Meeting Room 
in Bethel at 7:30 p. m. on March 
14. The film will be shown and 
commented on by Donald Eddy. A 
social hour with refreshments will 
follow the film.

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Town and School Sharing of Facilities 
Investigated by Study Committee 
~ Land Need Cited! by Recreation Group. 


Close to the end of their pre- 
liminary investigations of the 
town’s need for facilities, the 
Bethel Municipal Facilities Study 
Committee met on Tuesday, March 
6, at the Bethel Savings Bank to 
talk with S.A.D. 44 Superintendent 
Kenneth Smith and the Bethel 
Recreation Board. 

Mr. Smith told the committee 
that, among S.A.D. 44’s alterna- 
tives for the future is consolida- 
tion of schools within the district, 
a project which would allow it to 
close several older, inefficient 
buildings. He indicated that the 
Ethel Bisbee School is one that 
would possibly be closed, and said 
that the school district would con- 
sider returning it to the town, if 
the town could utilize it. Another 
Possibility would be to use it for 
school district storage. 

The school district’s building 
plan may involve expansion of 
Crescent Park School, adding class- 
rooms and perhaps a gymnasium 
to the facility, and the committee 
inquired into the possible use of 
such an expanded Crescent Park 
School for community purposes. 
Mr. Smith said that, though it 
might be desirable, the state, which 
would’ completely fund any new 
school building projects, would 
probably not look too kindly on 
such a “core facility” plan, unless 
it involved a library. Towns where 
core facilities have been built in 
combination wth a school have us- 
ually not been part of a school 
administrative district, and so have 
had more freedom to combine 
schools with other facilities, A 
school district, representing sev- 
eral towns, has a broader constitu- 
ency. He noted that such facilities 
have proven themselves valuable in 
other places, but that building one 
in Bethel would, at the least, be 
administratively difficult.

Mr. Smith noted that studies 
of Ethel Bisbee School have shown 
it to be structural.y sound, but in- 
sufficiently insulated, and a great 
sconsumer of increasingly expen- 
Sive fuel. The “payback period” 
should the district choose to up- 
grade the structure, would be 
much too long, he said, 

Wayne Gersen and ‘Lawrence 
Bartlett of the Bethel Recreation

FEDERAL FUNDING APPROVED 
FOR BETHEL AIRPORT STUDY 


The Congressional office of Rep- 
resentative Olympia Snowe has 
contacted the Town Manager to in- 
form him that master planning 
funds have heen approved for the 
Bethe: Airport Study. However, 
state and Iocal funding must round 
out ‘he estimated $15,000 which 
the study is expected to cost— 
federal funding will provide up to 
80% of the cost or in this case, 
$12,000. 

Since the annual town meeting 
in March 1977 approved all arti- 
cles pertaining to the airport, in- 
cluding; $750 for the 5% then re- 
quired from local funds, the fed- 
eral, state and town allocations 
have changed so that now state 
and loca] funding must account for 
20% of the study’s cost. There- 
fore, the Airport Advisory Commit- 
tee has initiated a campaign to 
raise th additional $750 required 
if the study is to proceed. Addi- 
tional stete funds are expected and 
it is only the local funds that are, 
at the moment, unsecured. — 

A professional master plan is 
essential for the town to later 
acquire necessary state and fed- 
eral funding for airport improve- 
ments. The committee has sent 
letters to businesses and individ- 
uals who are considered to be most 
interested in realizing airport im- 
provements out would welcome any 
financial support. 

Target date for the Committee’s 
fund raising efforts is March 23. 
A, contract for actual work on the 
study is planned in as short a 
period as 306 to 45 days if local 
funds can be raised,

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STATE OF MAINE

A bill to exempt oil used to 
generate electricity from ‘the 
Maine sales tax was heard: before 
the Taxation Committee this week, 
The measure would remove at least 
$1.2 million annually from the 
cost of producing electricity in 
Maine. Maine is the only state in 
New England which levies a dou- 
ble sales tax—one on the oil used 
by utility companies to generate 
the electricity, and one on [resi- 
dential] consumers who use more 
than 750 kilowatts of electricity 
per month. 

This consumer bill is being care- 

fully studied by the Taxation Com- 
mittee with consideration being 
given to the loss of $1,2 million 
in state revenues: and that there is 
no guarantee that this revenue 
will be passed on to the consum- 
ers. : 
Legislation to prohibit smoking 
at public meetings gained bi-par- 
tisan support in the House and 
Senate this week and has now 
gone to the Governor for his ap- 
proval. I did not support this leg- 
islation because I do not feel that 
it is the jurisdiction of the legis- 
lature to contro] personal rights 
like this. The landmark legisla- 
tion would ban smoking at all pub- 
lie proceedings ranging from the 
local school board to the Gover- 
nor’s cabinet meetings. 

A local provision inserted in the 
bill at the last moment, would per- 
mit smoking IF ALL members at- 
tending a public meeting consent- 
ed to smoking during the proceed- 
ings. The presiding person at the 
meeting would have to police this. 

The executive branch and the 
Maine State Employees Association 
have been negotiating a collective 
bargaining contract since October 
1977. No agreement has been 
reached despite a recent fact find 
er’s report suggesting public em- 
ployees be given two $16 per week 
raises, one retroactive to July 1978 
and another be granted in July 
1979. 

The situation became very tense 
this week when Governor Brennan 
requested salary increases for his 
own staff to.be in many cases 18% 
over the Longley administration, 
and more than double what he is 
offering state employees. In his 
negotiations with state workers 
Brennan is demanding that salary 
hikes be held to 7% in accord with 
President Carter's wage-price 
guidelines, Yet about one third 
of the 8,200 workers represented 
by the Maine State Employees As- 
sociation are exempt from those 
guidelines because they earn less 
than $4 per hour. The Governor 
defended the large increase for his 
own staff, claiming many of the 
current staff have had more ex- 
perience and education than those 
of the previous Governor, and that 
it is “difficult to find people will- 
ing to work in Augusta at $10,000 
or $11,000." There is no doubt 
that his untimely action will make 
it more difficult for the contract 
negotiation to go forward in a 
productive manner, 

Whatever agreement may be 
reached between union negotiators 
and the Executive branch will have 
to come to the Legislature for 
funding approval. Thus, it may be 
quite sonie time before any state 
worker finds an increase in his or 
her paycheck.

cooperative effort, it is important 
to establish agreement on who is 
willing to become involved in ac- 
tivities which will make a compre.

ly, but, with the news that a bike 
Path is scheduled to be built by 
the State from Bethel village to 
the school during the next few 
years, the Recreation Board is re- 
considering this possibility. The 
Reereation Board is also continu- 
ing to investigate purchase of land 
for a public swimming facility for 
the town. 

Dr. Gersen noted that one of 
the most important functions of 
the Recreation Board is involving 
citizens in volunteer participation 
in the town's recreation program. 
He said that community coopera- 
tion recently has been superb. 

The Study Committee has ar- 
ranged to meet with the Planning 
Board later this month, and will 
talk to the Selectmen early in 
April about some of the things it 
has learned in its investigation 
so far.
